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Teammates help 
save ragby player 


A RUGBY player who 
collapsed on the pitch after 
suffering a heart attack is 
said to now be on the road 
to recovery. 

Allan Turpie, a hooker for Ely 
Tigers, fell ill towards the end of 
his side's cup match 
against Shelford's 3rd 
XV at the Davey Field in 
Great Shelford on 
Saturday. 

Players from both teams 
saved his life by getting the 
father-of-two’s heart beating 
again until a doctor arrived - 
in an air ambulance which 
landed on the pitch - and was 
able to restart circulation with 
a defibrillator. 

Mr Turpie, pictured, who lives in 
Chatteris and who is believed to be in 
his early 40s, was taken to 
Addenbrooke’s and then onto Papworth 
Hospital, where his condition on arrival 
was described as “life-threatening”. 

However, according to Ely Tigers’ 
president Mark Mitzman, Mr Turpie is 
now “awake and talking”. 

A statement on the club’s website 
said: “Allan is now awake and is talking 
and the doctors have confirmed that 
there is no permanent damage to his 
heart. 

“It is hoped that Allan will be home 
by the middle to the end of the week.” 
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Speaking to the Weekly News, Mr 
Mitzman said that Mr Turpie had 
undergone surgery to remove a blood 
clot and was now “out of the danger 
zone”. 

He said: “The ambulance staff 
said that, had the players not 
done CPR, he wouldn’t be with 
us, so we’re very thankful to 
everyone who helped.” 

The match was abandoned 
after the incident, with Shelford 
leading 49-10. 

Mr Mitzman said Mr Turpie 
complained he had hurt his neck 
moments after a scrum broke 
up, and collapsed on the pitch a 
few seconds later. 

He said: “He’s a well-known 
player who has played mgby at the club 
for many years, and of course everyone 
was shocked by what happened. Our 
thoughts are with him and we wish him 
a speedy recovery 

“No doubt he’ll be on his feet in no 
time, because he’s that sort of guy” 

Gary Spitzer, a spokesman for the 
East Anglian Air Ambulance, who 
attended the scene at about 4.30pm 
with Dr Richard Lyon, said: “I’d like to 
thank the patient’s teammates who 
gave us fantastic support at the scene. 

“Their concern for their friend was 
clear and they helped us in every way 
they could. Our thoughts are now with 
him and his family.”

City council ditches 
its plan for cottage 


CITY councillors’ hopes of 
taking over Ely’s historic 
Makings Cottage have 
fallen through. 

The Mayor of Ely, city 
councillor John Yates, has hit 
out at East Cambridgeshire 
District Council bosses, 
insisting the deal they were 
proposing was not affordable. 

As reported in the Weekly 
News, the Grade II listed 
building in Waterside has stood 
empty for some time. 

The district council, which 
owns the cottage, originally 
planned to turn it into holiday 
lets but following a public 
backlash, council leader Peter 
Moakes scrapped the plans and 
asked community groups and 
organisations to come up with 
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potential uses for it. 

It was the City of Ely Council’s 
plans to transform the upstairs 
of the cottage into offices for its 
own use, and for the downstairs 
to be used as a tourist-friendly 
ice cream parlour, which were 
most favoured by the district 
council. 

However, city councillors 
have now withdrawn their final 
offer on the cottage and the 
district council is back to square 
one. 

Cllr Yates said the city council 
is “very disappointed”. 

He added: “The plan was for 
us to re-locate our offices to 


Makings Cottage from Market 
Street and to open the 
downstairs up as a lovely little 
ice cream parlour. 

“We feel it would not only 
have generated income for the 
city council but also brought a 
boost to the Riverside. 

“We have had to withdraw 
our offer now as the district 
council was not offering value 
for money for the citizens of 
Ely.” 

Figures obtained by the 
Weekly News show the district 
council wanted £5,750 in rent 
from the city council each year 
on a 10-year lease. 

The city council was also 
expected to fund the entire 
refurbishment of the building. 

The district council is now 


asking organisations interested 
in the cottage to come forward. 

Cllr Moakes, district council 
leader, said: “The Makings’ 
Cottage is a fantastic building 
on Ely’s riverside that is simply 
not reaching its full potential. 

“This is why last summer we 
sat down with a vast array of 
organisations to determine 
what we should do. 

“After much discussion, we 
entered into negotiations with 
the City of Ely Council but 
unfortunately, despite the best 
endeavours of all parties, we 
could not agree a way forward 
and reluctantly have ended the 
discussions.”

Pillbox to 
become a 
bat haven 

A DERELICT pillbox could be 
transformed into a special home for 
bats. 

The building, which dates back to 
the Second World War, is at Ely 
Common and members of the 
volunteer group Ely Wildspace 
believe it would make an ideal bat 
roost. 

The former pillbox is overgrown 
with ivy and a haven for anti-social 
behaviour, including drinking and 
drug-taking. 

People have even been caught 
sleeping in the building in the past. 

But working alongside East 
Cambridgeshire District Council and 
the Cambridgeshire Bat Group, the 
wildspace team have plans to 
convert it into a bat habitat. 

Liz Hunter, chairman of Ely 
Wildspace, said: “The pillbox is an 
eyesore. 

“Ely Common is a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest (SSSI) and a truly 
beautiful, nature-rich place. 

“To have people frequenting this 
building and doing things they 
shouldn’t is extremely sad. 

“We believe it would make the 
ideal bat roost and breeding ground. 

“There are lots of bats in the area 
and the pillbox is located right where 
they fly. 

“We want to put a metal door on it 
and adapt it inside, building 
structures with bricks for bats to 
roost and breed in. 

“The council and the bat group 
are being extremely supportive.” 

Ely Common is part of the Ely 
Country Park and there also plans to 
increase the amount of wild flowers 
on the common. 

It is hoped that work to convert 
the pillbox will start this spring. 
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Anger over pedestrian 
crossing STILL not in 
use - two months 
after being built 


A PEDESTRIAN crossing has 
been built for almost two 
months - but has still not 
opened to the public. 

Frustrated residents are 
calling for action over the out- 
of-use crossing, close to the 
junction of Waterside and Lisle 
Lane in Ely. 

The crossing was built by 
Sainsbury’s as part of the 
supermarket giant’s new 
development in Lisle Lane and 
was completed in February. 

The road markings have 
been done and the lights have 
been put up but still the 
crossing is out-of-bounds to 
pedestrians. 

Kathy Nice, from Ely, said: 
“It’s ridiculous and needs to be 
opened. 

“The road layout at the 
junction with Lisle Lane and 
Waterside has completely 
changed since Sainsbury’s was 
built and it’s rather confusing 
for motorists. 

“As a result, I think it’s 
dangerous for people trying to 
cross the road. 


“We need this crossing to be 
in use so that it’s safe for 
people to get from one side of 
the road to the other.” 

A Forehill resident, who did 
not want to be named, said: 
“Only in Ely could a pedestrian 
crossing be built yet still not 
opened two months later. 

“The whole project has been 
a complete disaster. 

“Neither highways nor 
Sainsbury’s contractors seem 
to know what they are doing, 
and as a result the crossing it 
still closed. 

“It’s really not safe for 
pedestrians at that junction at 
the moment. The crossing 
needs to be opened as a 
matter of urgency.” 

A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council said it is Sainsbury’s 
responsibility for their 
contractors to complete work 
to the crossing. 

Sainsbury’s was contacted 
by the Weekly News but 
nobody was available to 
comment.

College bids to 
build new block 

PLANS have been submitted to build a 
new two-storey building at Ely 
College. 

The school’s governors have applied 
to East Cambridgeshire District 
Council for planning permission to 
build a science block. 

The application comes just weeks 
after the school’s principal, Catherine 
Jenkinson-Dix, announced that the 
college’s entire stock of buildings in 
Downham Road could be replaced 
over the next 10 years as part of a 
major capital investment plan. 

The first phase of the ambitious 
scheme is the new science block. 

A £2.5m bid for the development 
has been lodged with the Department 
for Education (DfE) under its £276m 
Academies Capital Maintenance Fund 
2012. 

Governors will find out in late May 
whether the bid has been successful. 

The new block would enable the 
college to vacate the upper floors of 
the Needham’s tower, which is no 
longer suitable for use, and which, 
over time, will be demolished. 

Three years ago, £5.5m was 
allocated to the college to fund the 
replacement of the Needham’s Tower 
but it was withdrawn at the last 
minute due to the recession. 

Speaking about the major 
investment plan, Mrs Jenkinson-Dix 
said: “Since we have become an 
academy, we are now in a position to 
bid directly to the DfE for capital 
funding. 

“We have been working with our 
architects for some time now, drawing 
up a rolling capital renewal 
programme that would enable us to 
develop a school site more 
appropriate for the 21st century, 
without disruption to the ongoing 
work of our staff and students. 

“Although there are no guarantees, 
this new round of Government 
funding presents the ideal 
opportunity to get the ball rolling.”

Helping Hands 
facing the axe 


A CHARITY which helps 
elderly and vulnerable 
people in East Camb¬ 
ridgeshire is at risk of 
folding unless funding is 
urgendy secured. 

Helping Hands has been 
running across the Ely area for 
the past 15 years, with a team of 
green-fingered volunteers 
helping elderly and vulnerable 
residents with their gardens and 
home maintenance. 

The charity also has 
numerous projects, including 
Growing Communities, in 
which volunteers grow fruit and 
vegetables at six allotments in 
the district to sell on, mainly to 
residents at sheltered housing 
schemes. 

But now Voluntary and 
Community Action East Cambs 
(VCAEC), which runs Helping 
Hands, could be forced to cease 
the project as it has been told its 
Big Lottery funding will not be 
continued. 
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The project’s supervisor, 
Steve Twigden, has already been 
made redundant and it is feared 
the scheme could fold unless 
found is urgently found. 

Avril Hayter-Smith, mana-ger 
of VCAEC, said: “This is 
devastating news. The project 
has been so successful and 
made a massive impact on the 
lives of many people. 

“We have six allotments 
running and will need to either 
find local groups to take these 
on or turn them back to lawn, 
plus we will no longer be able to 
help people who cannot 
manage their gardens 
themselves. 

“We help on average 100 
people a year. Some we have 
helped by doing complete 
garden makeovers so they can 
still manage a few pots and 
small borders. 


“Over the past three years, 
this project has involved 35 
volunteers, some with extra 
support needs, and helped 11 
into employment, to further 
education - and one has even 
started his own small gardening 
business. 

“The team won the Queens 
Award for Voluntary Service in 
2007 which is a group MBE, a 
sure sign of how highly 
regarded the team is by the local 
community. 

“I also cannot sing the praises 
enough of the team supervisor 
Steve Twigden and all he has 
done for so many individuals. 
His role ends too, having been 
with us now for eight years. 

“It seems we are to be a 
casualty of the cuts occurring 
nationally as now the 
competition for Lottery and 
trust funding is so fierce.”

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CCTV volunteers 
up for award as 
arrests increase 


VOLUNTEERS who give 
up their time to monitor 
CCTV cameras in Ely and 
Soham have been nom¬ 
inated for an award. 

Cambridgeshire Const¬ 
abulary chiefs have put the 
team forward for the national 
Special Constable and Police 
Support Volunteer Awards. 

Until April last year, all 
CCTV cameras in Ely and 
Soham were monitored and 
controlled in Cambridge. 

Shopkeepers and residents 
had complained for years that 
the service was ineffective in 
dealing with crime and anti¬ 
social behaviour. 

As a result, East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council 
launched a review and 
decided to join forces with 
Cambridgeshire Const¬ 
abulary, the City of Ely 
Council and Soham Town 
Council to base the system at 
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Ely police station. 

The new partnership 
celebrates its first anniversary 
this month - and insists the 
set-up is leading to more 
arrests and convictions. 

It is also more flexible and 
cheaper. 

Insp Paul Ormerod, safer 
neighbourhoods manager for 
East Cambs, said: “It has 
brought the police closer to 
the community. 

“Surveys show that the 
number of people in East 
Cambs perceiving anti-social 
behaviour to be a big problem 
in their area is the lowest in 
the county, and CCTV has 
been a key part of this 
achievement. 

“This scheme gives re¬ 
assurance to the public and 
has built on public confi¬ 


dence by helping to reduce 
the fear of crime.” 

Ely mayor Cllr John Yates, 
who chairs the partnership, 
added: “The CCTV control 
room is manned by a team of 
volunteers, creating a 
community/public service 
which is a good example of 
localism. 

“The City of Ely Council, 
which is responsible for the 
day-to-day management of 
the scheme, would not be 
able to provide this improved 
service without the dedi¬ 
cation of the volunteers. 

“The partnership would like 
to place on public record their 
appreciation for all that they 
have done.”

Last Wednesday, East 
Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee 
approved the scheme - despite 
concerns from residents and 
fears that the work will spoil 
views of St Andrew’s Church. 

The development will see the 
store expand by 50 per cent, 
providing 468sq m of additional 
retail space - and 10 new jobs. 

As well as that, there will also 
be 292sq m of community 
function rooms. 

The committee heard six 
letters of objection had been sent 
to the district council raising 
fears that the extension would

overlook private gardens, block 
out light and increase traffic in 
Clay Street. 

Residents were also worried 
about increased noise and 
disturbance from the loading bay 
and the presence of refuse and 
recycling bins. 

In the Soham Conservation 
Area Appraisal, concerns had 
also been voiced about the view 
from Clay Street of St Andrew’s 
Church as a result of the 
extension. 

A statement said: “The view of 
the tower will be affected, with 
much less of it being viewed.” 

But planning officer Sue 
Finlayson recommended the 
committee approve the plans. 

She said: “The design is of 
good quality and takes account 
of amenity and traffic issues. 


“While views of the church will 
be affected, it is considered on 
balance that this should not have 
a significantly adverse impact on 
the conservation area. 

“The proposal also creates 
meeting space for the 
community in the centre of 
Soham. 

“Soham is the second largest 
settlement in the district but it 
has a vulnerable town centre. 

“It is vital that new retail floor 
space is created within the centre 
to strengthen and regenerate it.” 

Mr James said: “This is an 
extremely exciting project and we 
are confident that it will provide 
shoppers with every possible 
reason to use the High Street, 
ensuring it’s long-term vitality 
and indeed viability for the future. 

“This represents a very 
significant investment but one 
that we very much believe is in 
tune with the desires of local 
people.”

Young people warned 
about dangers of arson 


YOUNG people will be 
educated about the 
seriousness of starting fires as 
part of a campaign to tackle 
arson. 

Cambridgeshire Police and 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service are warning 
people of the dangers and 
possible consequences. 

The campaign coincides 
with the start of the warmer 
months, when statistics show 
arson offences peak. The 
better weather, lighter 
evenings and school holidays 
are believed to be a factor. 

As well as enforcement, the 
campaign will involve 
educating young people 
about the seriousness of 
arson through school visits. 

Pupils will learn about the 
consequences of arson both 
for themselves and for 
victims. 

Martin Boome, who leads 
the partnership, said the 


majority of fires were started 
by a relatively small number 
of people. 

He said: “I want to stress 
the potentially serious 
consequences of starting a 
fire. 

“It is not just setting fire to a 
pile of rubbish or a rubbish 
bin. It is creating work for 
firefighters that could delay 
their response to an incident 
where a life is at risk. 

“Fire can also be very 
unpredictable and can easily 
spread and become more 
serious than initially 
intended. 

“Arson is a very serious 
offence and those caught 
starting fires will be dealt with 
robustly by police and the 
courts.” 

In 2011 in Cambridgeshire, 
there were 104 arsons in April, 
126 in May, 73 in June, 85 in 
July and 121 in August - a 
total of 509.

Care home bosses’ pledge 


BOSSES of a care home which 
is failing to properly look after 
its residents insist they are 
taking matters “extremely 
seriously”. 

Elderly residents at Littleport 
Grange nursing and residential 
home in Littleport are being moved 
out after the home failed to improve 
following a formal warning from 
health and social care watchdog the 
Care Quality Commission. 

Inspectors made unannounced 
visits to the home in Grange Lane in 
January and demanded its operator,

Dove Care Homes, urgently improve 
care. 

Now, as reported in the Weekly 
News, Cambridgeshire County 
Council has stepped in and the 
residents are being moved to other 
care homes. 

The future of the home now 
hangs in the balance although 
bosses at the Dove Care Group says 
it is confident it will soon meet the 
“highest standards”. 


A spokesman for the company 
said: “We are disappointed that 
funding has been withdrawn by 
Cambridgeshire County Council 
and residents will be displaced from 
Littleport Grange as a result. 

“We are taking this matter 
extremely seriously and are making 
a number of improvements to the 
home including appointing a new 
manager. 

“We are confident that the home 
will soon meet the highest 
standards.” 

Inspectors found care plans at the 
home were inaccurate, out of date 


and incomplete and some nutrition 
plans were not being correctly 
carried out. 

Dressings were not being changed 
at set times, so residents were at risk 
from infection. 

Care charts did not state how 
often residents needed to be moved 
in bed, so they were often left longer 
than they should have been in one 
position. 

A joint statement from the 
council, Cambridgeshire Comm¬ 
unity Services NHS Trust and NHS 
Cambridgeshire said: “To ensure the 
safety and wellbeing of the residents 


we are working with families to find 
suitable alternative placements for 
each of the residents funded by the 
county council. 

“As our safeguarding respons¬ 
ibilities extend to residents who 
are self-funders, we are also 
making contact with their relatives 
to discuss the situation.” 

Police are also now investigating. 

A spokesman for Camb¬ 
ridgeshire Police said: “We are 
working with social care to 
investigate whether any offences 
have occurred at the nursing 
home.”

RESIDENTS are being given the 
chance to speak up over plans to 
expand a primary school in Ely. 

Governors want to extend Ely St Mary’s 
Junior School to cater for more pupils.

Governors say it will increase capacity 
from 360 students to 480.

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Appeal to Hush 
out’ the killers

VILLAGERS have been 
urged to “flush out” 
the killers of a pen¬ 
sioner who was found 
murdered at his home. 

Detectives investigating 
the murder of 76-year-old 
Llywelyn Thomas in Ely 
Road, Chittering, last 
December have told the 
Weekly News they believe 
the killers are local and that 
residents “know who is 
responsible”. 

Cllr Peter Johnson, who 
represents Chittering on 
South Cambridgeshire 
District Council, said it was 
time to “flush out the 
killers”. 

He said: “No-one wants to 
believe that this kind of 
thing happened in their 
area - but it does - and the 
fact of the matter is that 
they may be living nearby 
and someone knows who it 
is or witnessed something.” 

Detective Chief Inspector 
George Barr said: “We 
believe the offenders are 
local to the area where Mr 
Thomas was murdered.

“We also believe other 
people in the area will know 
who is responsible and I 
would urge those people to 
do the right thing and come 
forward to police. 

“It is understandable that 
people may have concerns 
about coming to police, but 
I would assure them we 
have lots of experience deal¬ 
ing with sensitive enquiries 
and can offer them support. 

“If you have any 
information about who is 
responsible for Mr Thomas’s 
murder, please call police.” 

A reward of up to £50,000 
has been offered for inform¬ 
ation that leads to the arrest 
and conviction of the killer. 

It is believed Mr Thomas 


was killed during a botched 
burglary between 9.30pm 
and 10.30pm on Saturday, 
December 17. 

Cllr Johnson said it might 
be time to call for the case 
to appear on Crimewatch. 

He added: “People who 
know what happened, or 
saw something that would 
be useful, must come 
forward. The longer they 
leave it the longer the 
people in Chittering might 
be next door neighbours to 
a murderer.” 

The reward is being 
offered by Mr Thomas’s 
family (£20,000), Crime- 
stoppers (£10,000) and 
Cambridgeshire police 
(£ 20 , 000 ). 

It will be divided between 
people who provide rele¬ 
vant information which 
results in police officers 
arresting and convicting 
those responsible for Mr 
Thomas’s murder. 

The £10,000 Crimestop- 
pers reward can only be 
claimed by those who pro¬ 
vide information to the 
charity directly on 0800 
555111. Information given 
via the online secure form at 
www. crimestoppers- uk. org 
will not qualify.

Opinion split 
over Forehill 
one-way call 


CALLS for one of Ely’s quirkiest 
streets to be made one-way to 
vehicles have sparked a mixed 
reaction from residents.

stupid idea. 

“Broad Street is congested enough as it 
is - this would almost certainly make it 
worse. 

“What the street needs are traffic 
wardens. The only way illegal and 
inconsiderate parking is going to stop in 
Forehill is if the culprits are prosecuted.” 

Helen Murphy, from Ely, added: “Why 
change the whole layout of a street? Yes, 
it’s a nightmare but that’s because 
people, many of whom are disabled 
drivers, are parking on double yellow 
lines and clogging the street. 

“All we need is for those drivers to be 
ticketed and they’d soon stop.” 

However, Sheila Bowser, of Prickwillow 
Road, believes making Forehill one-way 
would make it more attractive. 

She said: “People have been 
suggesting this for years. 

“It would not only make it safer and 
reduce congestion but pavements could 
be widened and trees and other features 
could be placed up and down. It could 
even give it a Mediterranean vibe.” 

A spokesman for Cambridgeshire 
County Council said there were 
discussions about making Forehill one¬ 
way around 25 years ago but that 
nothing had been considered since then. 

He added: “Traffic issues in Forehill 
would be much better if people parked 
more reasonably and responsibly.”

New planting will 
provide a continuous green buffer along 
the A10. The buildings and external 
space shall aspire to the highest levels of 
sustainability, focusing inwardly, across 
landscaped courtyards, creating a highly- 
attractive setting and year-round 
working environment.” 

The announcement for the 
development comes as Mr fames was 
given permission to expand his Budgens 
store in Soham (see page 5). 

A planning application for the 
Littleport Business Park is expected to be 
submitted to the district council this 
spring.

At last! 
Footpath 
is finally 
finished 



UNFINISHED footpaths in 
the western area of Ely 
have finally been 
completed. 

Residents in the 
Alexander Chase, Morley 
Drive and Collier Close 
area have been waiting for 
years for a footpath/ 
cycleway and landscaping 
near their homes to be 
finished. 

The strip of land has split 
ownership between East 
Cambs District Council and 
the Kier Group, the 
developer of the homes. 

The council was able to 
finish most of the path, but 
could not complete an area 
linking Morley Drive to 
Collier Close as the land 
was in Kier’s ownership. 

But as reported in the 
Weekly News, the council 
managed to find a solution 
and for the past couple of 
months has been busy 
finishing the project. 

The footpaths are now 
complete and residents are 
just waiting for the area to 
be landscaped. 


Cllr Peter Moakes, 
district council leader, said: 
“It is great to see how 
much work has gone into 
completing this path and 
cycleway for the benefit of 
so many of our residents.

a project despite a number 
of obstacles from land 
ownership to bad weather 
sometimes hindering 
progress. 

“The landscaping will 
now be developed over the 


next few months and we 
will be speaking to the 
community to see what 
they would like to see. I am 
sure this footpath will be 
enjoyed by many and will 
become a vital link for dog 
walkers, cyclists and 
families.” 


Panels help carbon-neutral push 


A COMPANY is hoping to be 
carbon-neutral by the end of the 
year after investing in a major 
new solar power system. 

Bosses at GB Innomech Ltd in 
Witchford have installed 141 
hidden solar panels on the firm’s 
roof, which will deliver about half 
of the business’ annual power 
consumption.

Bid to boost services by 
expanding health centre 


SERVICES and facilities at a 
village health centre look set to 
improve. 

Bosses at St George’s Medical 
Centre in Littleport want to 
open a new pharmacy and 
more rooms to carry out 
surgery. 

They have applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council for planning 
permission to build two 
modular buildings at the centre 
in Parsons Lane. 

One would house the new 
pharmacy and the other 
building would provide space 
for additional surgical 
consultation rooms. 

Residents in Littleport can 
currently attend two 
pharmacies in the village - 
Lloyds Pharmacy, in Main 
Street, and the one at the 


medical centre. 

However, residents who live 
within one mile of the medical 
centre are not allowed to use the 
pharmacy. The issue has been 
controversial for some time, 
with residents insisting that 
they should be able to use the 
centre’s pharmacy no matter 
where they live in the village. 

Littleport Parsih Council has 
also applied to the council for 
permission to build new fencing 
and gates at the centre, and to 
provide more parking spaces. 

The district council has 
provided the parish council 
with more than £42,000 of 
Section 106 funding to carry out 
the work.

She’s a prolific teen-lit author, a 
regular on television panel 
shows, and has just released her 
first non-fiction book, How To 
Leave Twitter. But Grace Dent is 
perhaps best known for her 
laugh-out-loud TV column in The 
Guardian. “I don’t think I’ll ever 
give up being a columnist; I’ll 
literally die slumped against my 
MacBook,” she tells EMMA 
HIGGINBOTHAM. 


F you ever read Grace Dent’s 
wickedly witty TV OD column 
in Saturday’s Guardian , the 
chances are that, on at least one 
occasion, you’ve choked on your 
morning coffee. 

I say this with some authority: only last 
weekend I had a beverage-related incident 
while enjoying her acerbic critique of BBC 
One’s The Voice. 

It was the bit about Tom Jones that did 
it. Being so old, wrote Dent, the Welsh 
singer’s fledgling performances are 
documented on the Bayeux Tapestry: “He’s 
woven honking through What s New 
Pussycat? while King Harold staggers 
about with an arrow in his eye .. .” 

Fellow The Voice celeb Will.i.am fared 
little better: “I’d like to sneak up on 
William - that’s his name, I shall not 
indulge his mid-word punctuation frippery 
any more - and kick him right up his neon, 
sequin-festooned, customised denim a***,” 
she raved, fuming that the budget for his 
(presumed) backstage requests - including 
“tedious TGI Friday’s waiter-meets-Power 
Ranger outfits” - would have funded 


countless BBC4 documentaries. 

Dent is one funny lady, and it’s no 
surprise that she’s a regular on the likes of 
The Apprentice: You ’re Fired and Have I 
Got News For You. 

She’s also penned 11 books for 
teenagers, has been writing about TV for 
The Guardian for 12 years, and is now 
venturing into non-fiction with How To 
Leave Twitter, which she’ll discuss at 
Wordfest next weekend. 

So what exactly is her job description? 

“I’m a columnist and an author, that’s 
what I always say. But out of everything, 
it’s the columnist work that I love the most, 
because you write it from the heart,” says 
Dent. 

“I don’t think I’ll ever give up; I’ll 
literally die slumped against my 
MacBook.” 

Is it easier to write about shows she 
loves or hates? “It’s always easier to write 
about what you hate, just because you’ve 
got the fire in your belly. That’s when you 
can really let rip and say all the things that 
you’ve shouted at the TV 

“It’s really nice to be able to 


communicate that you love stuff, and so 
few people actually do that these days: I’m 
writing about Game of Thrones at the 
moment, which I love. But God, I love a 
rant! Some of the best stuff I write is when 
I have nothing nice to say at all,” she 
laughs. “If I didn’t have this job I’d just be 
a shouting person in the street.” 

Dent, who’s 38, grew up in Carlisle and 
had a “very normal working class 
childhood. I spent most of my time either 
watching TV or playing in the street”. 

Yet she was also an avid reader, 
devouring the works Julie Burchill, Sue 
Townsend and Alan Bennett, with whom 
she felt a particular affinity: “I always 
knew I had this talent for looking at what 
was going on and telling it back, and 
making people laugh. That’s all I’ve ever 
been able to do, really. But nobody in my 
family has ever written anything. My dad 
was in the Army, my mum was a 
housewife; I think they were just genuinely 
puzzled by me. And still are to this day.” 

At Stirling University, Dent wrote for 
the student newspaper (“pretty much doing 
exactly what I do now”), but it was 


winning a writing competition in 
Cosmopolitan that changed everything. By 
the age of 21 she was contributing 
regularly to glossy magazines: “and the job 
that I always wanted is exactly the job that 
I’ve got now”. 

At the weekend, Dent comes to 
Cambridge Wordfest to talk about her 
latest book, How To Leave Twitter. 

“It all came from the fact that I joined 
Twitter in exactly the same way everyone 
does: you get told about it, everyone goes 
on about it, and you get angry, and 
eventually you open an account, but then 
you still don’t get it, and you get angry, and 
you stomp off into cyberspace, and you go 
back again eventually, and lots of people 
have sent you messages, and you start to 
get the hang of it. 

“And my argument is that once the 
penny’s dropped with Twitter, you can 
never get away. You’re pretty much stuck 
there.” 

It becomes, she says, an obsession: 

“Your plants are dying, your fridge is 
empty, your washing basket is full of 
clothes and you haven’t rung your mother, 
but at the same time you’re helping 
someone in Aberystwyth locate a princess 
castle for their daughter’s fourth birthday.” 

In the book, Dent explores what people 
are doing on Twitter: whether it’s watching 
TV together, getting their news - and 
gossip - more quickly, or just making 
friends. “So I talk about all these life- 
enhancing and wonderful things that 
Twitter brings to your life, and why it’s so 
addictive. 

“And then I also talk about all the really 
terrible bits: watching people bragging, 
watching people name-dropping, people 
who actually aren’t what they say they are.” 

The worst culprits, she says, are those 
who feel the need to share their exercise 
habits: “They say ‘Julie Smith has just run 


6.5 kilometres’, and you’re lying on the 
sofa in a Slanket, thinking: ‘Why do I need 
to know this?’ 

“So the book is basically about why I 
personally think that Twitter is one of the 
best things ever invented -1 love it - but 
I’m also acknowledging the awful things. 

“And that social media, when you use it 
too much, does make us depressed, and 
does make us compare ourselves to other 
people.” 

Dent admits that, for her, Twitter is an 
addiction, and she occasionally makes 
herself walk away: “I do have breaks where 
I have to just stop and not be there. 

“Life is completely different when I’m 
not on Twitter.” 

Is it better? 

“I would say cleaner and less anxious.” 

So why go back? 

“Because everything’s there! All my 
friends are talking, I love gossip, I love 
current affairs, I love having a laugh - so 
many of my friends are really brilliant at 
one-liners.” 

Assuming she’s not on one of her Twitter 
fasts, Dent will almost certainly be 
tweeting about Wordfest, and admits she 
can’t wait to come to Cambridge. 

“I can’t think of anything nicer,” she 
says. “I’m coming on the train, having 
dinner with a friend, and then doing a talk. 
I’m really looking forward to it. 

“Book festivals are great; people don’t 
generally spend money to come out of their 
house and celebrate the written word and 
then turn out to be hideous,” she adds with 
a chuckle. 

“And God, the thought that people are 
coming out to see me never stops feeling 
odd and lovely. Every time.”

King of the jungle 



A hundred years after its 
original publication, Tarzan 
has been given a 21st 
century make-over for 
young readers by author 
Andy Briggs. And, he tells 
EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM, 
heroes don’t come much 
more exciting than this. 

T HINK of an action 
hero, and these days 
they’re probably 
toting a gun, blowing things 
up or relying on technical 
wizardry to overpower their 
fiendish foes. 

But actually all a true action 
hero needs is solid morals, a loin 
cloth and an almighty roar .. . 

We’re talking, of course, about 
that tree-dwelling superman, 
Tarzan. Originally brought to life 
by author Edgar Rice Burroughs, 
the Lord of the Jungle spawned 
dozens of books and - wait for it - 
89 movies. And now, 100 years 
after he first swung through the 
trees and let out that blood¬ 
curdling bellow, Tarzan is being 
brought bang up to date by Andy 
Briggs in Tarzan: The Greystoke 
Legacy. 

Andy, a scriptwriter and author 
from Liverpool, has been a 
passionate Tarzan fan since 
childhood: “I just fell in love with 
that kind of wild, high adventure, 
and Tarzan has always stuck with 
me it’s been a source of fun and a 
source of inspiration,” he says. 
“He’s a great hero. 

“But as I got older I came to 


realise that Tarzan was actually 
much more relevant these days 
than it ever was when I was a child 
because, inadvertently, Edgar Rice 
Burroughs created Tarzan as the 
world’s first eco-warrior. When the 
Great White Hunter was out 
bagging endangered leopards and 
elephants, Tarzan was the one 
standing up for those creatures. 

“So when you look at 
everything he stands for: 
environmental protection, 
conservation, protecting your 
family and everything that you 
love, he’s just a more resonant 
character now. You’ve actually got 
an icon there.” 

Working alongside the Edgar 
Rice Burroughs estate, Andy has 
made sure that his jungle champ 
retains the magic of the original 
incarnation. Having said that, this 
Tarzan perhaps edgier and, living 
in the 21 st century, has more perils 
to face than his 1912 predecessor: 
warring guerrillas, poaching of 


endangered animals, illegal 
logging and the decline of the 
environment for starters. 

“It’s been a wonderful canvas to 
play with,” says Andy, “but what I 
didn’t want to do was re-write 
Burroughs’s novel, so I did a 
‘reboot’. I relaunched the character 
for this new generation, hitting the 
restart button as opposed to the 
rewrite button.” 

Jane has been given a feisty new 
twist too: “Once you walk into the 
jungle, everything you rely on, like 
technology, is just stripped away 
from you. So I made sure that my 
re-incarnation of Jane was as a 
tough modern-day teenager. She’s 
independent, she’s smart, she’s got 
a mobile phone, but once she’s set 
foot in the jungle, the technology 
is irrelevant. Then it’s just up to her 
wits and her character to survive.” 

As for Andy’s appearance at the 
Wordfest festival in Cambridge, 
well, it won’t be your typical talk: 
“It’s going to be great fun. The 


really good thing about Tarzan is 
that it appeals to everyone, 
children and parents, so it’s a 
family thing. And my show is 
interactive: we have a wonderful 
jungle survival quiz which is me 
versus the audience, and I 
encourage them to scream and 
shout and go crazy.” And do the 
roar? “Oh, the roar’s in there.” 

Aimed at readers aged 9 and 
above, Tarzan: The Greystoke 
Legacy is out now, and will be 
followed this summer with the next 
in the series, Tarzan: The Jungle 
Warrior. And Andy has no plans to 
stop: “I can go on and on until 
Faber pull the pen from my hand,” 
he grins. 

“It’s just a great character and a 
great situation.”

The big film 



THE CABIN IN THE WOODS 
Certificate 15,1h35m 

YOU have to give writer-director Drew 
Goddard full marks for effort. With tongue 
wedged firmly in cheek, he lampoons hoary 
cliches and attempts to reinvigorate the horror 
genre with this tale of college kids in peril. 

Not since poor Drew Barrymore answered 
a crank call in Scream has a film exploited 
stereotypes with such lip-smacking glee and 
subverted our expectations at every blood- 
spattered turn. 

Joss Whedon, creator of the Buffy The 
Vampire Slayer television series, co-wrote the 
script and his droll humour percolates 
throughout, inviting us to become whooping, 
cheering voyeurs as characters meet a grisly 
demise. 

Bookish college student Dana (Kristen 
Connolly) is looking forward to a jaunt into the 
great outdoors with blonde friend Jules (Anna 
Hutchison) and her jock boyfriend Curt (Chris 
Hemsworth), and bong-smoking slacker 
Marty (Fran Kranz). 

Curt invites along his shy and sensitive 
buddy Holden (Jesse Williams) and the five 
thrillseekers head into the mountains to a 
remote log cabin. 

Meanwhile, deep within an underground 
bunker, scientist Richard Sitterson (Richard 
Jenkins) and Steve Hadley (Bradley Whitford) 
stare at a bank of CCTV screens which seem 
to be following the progress of the students 
towards the cabin. 

They invite the rest of the team to bet on 
the quintet’s chances of survival but new guy 
Truman (Brian White) resists. 

Plot twists are the key selling point of The 
Cabin In The Woods and the big reveal in the 


closing minutes is a humdinger, including a 
cameo from a big name Hollywood star who 
clearly relishes their five minutes in the 
spotlight. 

Yet for all of its audacity and deliciously off- 
kilter humour, the various elements don’t gel 
seamlessly and once the writers’ grand plan 
is laid out before us, we feel slightly 
underwhelmed. 


The young cast embrace their genre 
archetypes, screaming or disrobing on cue, 
while Kranz plays his role with aplomb. 

At certain points Goddard probably gives 
us too much information but the crescendo 
certainly doesn’t skimp on the digital effects 
or blood-letting. 

Goddard knows how to end with an 
almighty bang.

RHS quest for young talent

A HOST of events are 
planned for the first 
Royal Horticultural 
Society (RHS) National 
Gardening Week, an initiative 
to encourage people to get 
growing. 

Between April 16-22, community 
plant and seed swaps, gardening advice 
clinics, workshops and garden parties 
are planned, along with input from 
gardening clubs, community groups 
and libraries. 

There’s also a big push for schools to 
become involved, with the RHS Show 
Cardiff (April 20-22) being the launch 
pad for the first Young School Gardener 
of the Year competition - a nationwide 
search to find the best young grower in 
the land. 

Get Kids Growing Day, an annual 
competition aimed at gardeners up to 
the age of 16, will be launched on April 
20 and is a key initiative for the 
campaign week. 

Divided into four age groups and 
aimed at the RHS campaign for school 


gardening, a teacher nominates a child 
by completing an online form by May 
18. 

The RHS then chooses the four best 
entrants from each age group, who 
receive digital cameras to make videos 
demonstrating why they’re such 
exemplary gardeners. They must submit 
the video by July 5. 

A winner of each age group will 
receive gardening tools and £500 in 
garden gift vouchers for their schools. 


The overall winner, crowned Young 
School Gardener of the Year 2012, will 
in addition spend a day at a RHS 
garden of their choice, working with a 
RHS gardener and receive family 
tickets to either RHS Tatton Park 
Flower Show or RHS Hampton Court 
Palace Flower Show 2013. 

Jacky Chave, RHS strategic schools 
manager, says: “Gardening in schools is 
a fantastic way of engaging young 
people in learning. Thanks to our 


campaign, more than half of all primary 
school pupils in the country are 
gardening. 

“If through this competition we 
discover the next Monty Don, Alan 
Titchmarsh or Chris Collins, who in 
turn will inspire their friends and 
classmates to get into gardening, then 
how fantastic. 

“Gardening needs new champions, 
young and old, and so what better place 
to start looking for them than in the 


school cabbage patch?” 

Through Young School Gardener of 
the Year, the RHS hopes to encourage 
more children across the UK to garden. 
As demonstrated by RHS research, 
gardening is important as it teaches 
children key life-skills, is good for their 
health and allows them to learn in a 
fun, practical way. There are currently 
15,000 schools, nearly half of all UK 
schools, registered with the campaign. 

If you’re not into competitions but 
would like to encourage your child into 
the garden, Sarah-Jane Mason, RHS 
schools project officer, has the 
following tips: 

■ Before you start planting seeds, 
ensure the children have some 
ownership of the project. 

■ Allow them to choose and taste what 
plants they wish to grow before 
planting commences. Use images from 
seed catalogues or purchase examples 
of the crops for tastings. 

■ Be realistic about the timescales 
involved in growing the chosen plants. 
Some children will expect an instant 
garden and their enthusiasm may be 
dashed if misled. Grow some fast crops 
in another area to keep their interest.

When you send your CV off to a potential employer, 
remember that you won't be the only one. Hundreds 
of other people could be applying for the job as well. 

So what are you going to do to make you stand out 
from the crowd? Why should an employer take a 
chance on you instead of someone else? 

Your CV is your first real chance to sell yourself to a 
potential employer. Most employers will scan through 
a CV in about 30 seconds so you need to grab their 
attention from the start - and make them want to 
invite you for an interview. 

There are five main areas to consider 
when writing your CV: 

• Make sure your CV looks the part. Your CV should 
look clean and tidy - don't scrawl it out on a piece of 
A4 paper. If you haven't got access to a PC or printer, 
ask a friend or use your local library. Use a good 
quality paper and steer clear of fancy borders and 
front covers. 

• Watch out for silly spelling and grammar mistakes. 
They make you look lazy and show employers that 
you don't really care. It's not difficult to do a spell 
check on your PC and if you're really stuck then don't 
just guess, reach for a dictionary. Get a friend to read 
through your CV for you - a second opinion is always 
useful. 

• Make sure your CV is well organised. When you list 
your previous jobs, make sure the dates are correct 
and try not to leave any gaps. If you took time out to 
go travelling then say so - employers won't mark you 
down just because you've tried something new. 

• Don't waffle. Remember that employers don't have 
time to read every word of your CV. Long paragraphs 
and sentences put people off, so try bullet-points to 
break up text. Make sure your CV is no longer than 
two pages long - employers don't want your life 
history, they just want to see that you've got what it 
takes to do the job. 

• Don't list any failures. Employers have enough 
trouble finding someone who is right for the job - 
they don't need help finding reasons not to employ 
you. If you have to include a mistake from your past, 
make sure you show the employer that you learnt 
something from the experience. 



Personal details 

Start off with your full name, address, home and 
mobile phone numbers and email address . If you are 
offered an interview, the employer will want to get 
hold of you so give him as many options as possible. 


Summary/professional profile 

This is the Nol area for selling yourself. Set out your 
main skills and personal qualities but keep it 
interesting and tight - one paragraph should do to 
cover everything. 

Education and qualifications 

List your qualifications and education history, with the 
most recent first. You don't need to list the grades for 
each exam you have passed unless they were 
exceptional results - simply listing the number and 
type of exams you've passed is fine. Also, list any 
relevant professional organisations you belong to and 
training courses you have been on. 

Work experience 

Start with your most recent position and work 
backwards, giving addresses along with start and 
finish dates. Set out your main responsibilities, duties 
and most importantly achievements, along with any 
skills you picked up or improvements you made while 
you were there. This is a really important section in 
your CV so make it count - but don't waffle. 

If you have not had a full-time job before, detail any 
part-time jobs you may have held or any placement 
you have been on. 

Other skills 

Set out any computer skills you may have and the 
software you are most familiar with. Can you type, do 
shorthand or speak a foreign language fluently? If you 
have a driving licence, let the employer know. If it's 
clean, tell them. 

Interests & hobbies 

Briefly list what you get up to in your spare time. Put 
down any positions you hold in clubs or associations, 
along with any responsibilities and achievements. 

References 

Make sure you have at least two people (including 
one from your previous or current job) who will tell an 
employer what a thoroughly nice person you are and 
what a potential asset to the company you would be. 


If you want to list them now make sure you include 
their name, job title, postal & e-mail address and 
contact phone numbers. Alternatively, just put 
"Available on request" so the employer knows to 
follow up references at a later date. 


Add a covering letter 


The main aim of a covering letter is to encourage 
an employer to give you a chance. You want them 
to read your CV, so sell it to them. You should 
always enclose a covering letter when applying for 
a job - most employers won't consider you unless 
you do. 

A covering letter should let the employer know why 
you are interested in the job and why you think you 
can do it. 

The hints and tips below should point you 
in the right direction: 

• Keep it simple. A covering letter should be short 
and to the point - no more than six paragraphs. 

• Mention the job. If you are replying to an advert, 
mention what the job is and where you saw it. The 
company may be advertising for other positions and it 
may not be clear which job you are applying for. 

• Sell yourself. Explain why you are the perfect 
candidate for the job. Show off your strengths and 
experience. Refer to your CV - if it goes missing then 
at least an employer will know that you've sent it. 

• Check it for mistakes. A silly spelling mistake in a 
covering letter is likely to cost you your chance of 
getting an interview. Also, make sure it is addressed 
to the right person in the right department. 

A covering letter can be just as important as a CV in 
getting you an interview. It's your first point of contact 
with your potential employer - so make it count.

ISLE of Ely Rowing Club member 
Will King, who trains with the 
Ely-based ‘Start’ team, competed 
in another Boat Race challenge 
on Saturday, just hours before the 
two university crews took to 
the water. 

While this year’s Cambridge v 
Oxford Boat Race received lots of 
news coverage for the most dramatic 
and unwelcome reasons, King and 
his fellow crew members from the 
Start team gave the crowds a much 
more positive spectacle. 

The Start crew, who have all 
been selected for possible 
fast-track selection to the Great 
Britain squad, took up a challenge 
to race the GB adaptive coxed four 
over the same course. 

But this was no ordinary 
adaptive rowing crew challenging 
the new upstarts. The four 
adaptive rowers are members of 
the Great Britain’s World 
Champion LTA (legs, trunks and 
arms) coxed four, which is on 
target for selection for this year's 
Paralympic Games. 

The Start team, sponsored by 
Siemens, comprises young and 
promising athletes who have been 
identified by the sport’s Tall and 
talented’ selection process. 


These aspiring able-bodied 
oarsmen are based at training 
centres across the country and 
include King, who is part of the 
Ely-based squad which trains on 
the River Ouse under the watchful 
eye of British Rowing coach 
Peter Lee. 

The coach of the adaptive 
rowers, Mary McLachlan, also has 
links with Ely, having been the 
British Rowing Start coach, based 
in the city before handing over to 
Lee and moving on to coach the 
GB adaptive rowers. 


lust a couple of hours before the 
two university crews took to the 
River Thames at Putney to 
compete, the prospective 
Paralympic Games four and the 
Start crew put on a fine display of 
rowing prowess. 

In a fiercely contested race, the 
adaptive crew finally beat the 
newcomers. 

King, aged 20, who is studying 
Sport Science at Anglia Ruskin 
University, and who rowed in the 
No 2 seat, said afterwards: “It’s 
been an amazing day. We’ve made 


some new friends and I think 
we’ve helped to raise the profile of 
both the Start Programme and the 
Paralympic Games coxed four.’’ 

King is aiming to qualify for the 
Under-23 Great Britain rowing 
squad next year and has his sights 
set on a place in the rowing squad 
for the Olympic Games in Rio 
in 2016.
